The Retirement of Dr. Buchman. 


Announcement that Dr. A. P. Buchman has determ- 


ined to resign the place npon the city board of health 
which he has filled -with conspicuous ability for the past 
six years, and to retire from the practice of medicine in 
Fort Wayne to make his home with a daughter in Iowa, 
will mean that the city is to lose a public official who has 
been immensely useful, and that local medical circles will 
part with a gentleman who has been an honor to his pro- 
fession in Fort Wayne for more than a third of a century. 


No man can adequately measure the value of Dr. 


Buchman's services as a member of the city health board 
during the past six years. They have been active, cour- 
ageous, far-seeing and to the highest degree competent. 
It was the belief that he might be of distinct service to the 
community that led Dr. Buchman to accept at the hands 
of Mayor Hosey, six }rears ago, an appointment upon the 
health board. He saw work to do and he set about doing 
it. To him belongs very largely the credit for the milk 
and meat ordinances now in effect in Fort Wayne, and 
once the ordinances were enacted he threw the whole 
force of his effort into making them mean something. 
Better sanitary conditions surrounding the preparation 
and marketing of milk and meat have been reflected in a 
lowered infantile death rate and an improved grade of 
food-stuffs in Fort Wayne—results which amply justify 
the work'which Dr. Buchman and his. associates set about 
to do. 


In many cases it was a battle' against 'determined op- 


position led by those \vho fought against innovations and 
contended that the old order of things which had served 
earlier generations was still good enough, but with splen- 
did courage Dr. Buchman persisted until the fight was 
won. Since that time he has remained constantly watch- 
ful to see that the high standard is maintained. Dr. 
Buchman's reward is not to be found in the paltry $100 a 
year which has been his official compensation, but in the 
consciousness that he .has performed a real sendee for 
the city which has so long been his home, and where count- 
-tefia friends_will sincerely regret that he has determined to 
.leave it.

WHAT RECORD SHOWS 


Washington. April 29.—That 
more 


than 15,000,000 persons in the United 
States will record their votee for presi 
dent in tho campaign of the present 
year is evident from the official sta- 
tistics of presidential vote published in 
the statistical abstract of the United 
States, which has just been issued by 
the bureau of statistics, department of 
commerce and labor. Prior to 1888 no 
government official record of the votes 
cast for president existed, but an act 
passed by congress on February 3, 1887, 
made it the duty of the executive of 
each state to report to the secretary 
of state the names of electors and the 
number of votes given or cast for each 
person 
voted for, and these reports, 


made to tho secretary of state in 1888 
and in 
each subsequent 
presidential 


election, form tho basis of the official 
record of presidential elections in the 
United States. This record, which has 
been published for several y irs in the 
statistical abstract of the United States, 
suggests that the total number of votes 
cast in the presidential election of this 
year'will for 
the first time 
exceed 


15,000,000. 
The total number in WOS 


was 1-1,887,000; in 1900, 13,963,000; ii 
1892, 12,044,000, and in 18S8, 11,381,000.

workhouse are so low that unless con- 
cress' acts with great haste, it will be 
necessary to abandon the penal insti- 
tution. "A frantic appeal for $60,000 
with which to tide it over until June 
30 has been made. 


If the prisoners arc turned loose they 


will be helpless. 
If retained without 


money, food supplies and clothing can 
not, be purchased. 


So precedent can be found for aban- 


doning a penal institution. The situa- 
tion 'thus becomes unique, in addition 
to being harrowing for those most 
vitally concerned.

ity law. In order to secure immediate 
relief shall a .mutual employers' lia- 
bility insurance company be organized 
among the ompoyers of Indiana, so they 
may carry their insurance at cost and 
pro'-rate back at the end of each year 
the unexpended balance of premiums 
paid in after sotting aside the surplus 
required by law'.'
